London, August 3.—Thursday passed 
in all the war theaters without no- 
table gains for any of the belligerents. 
In the Stockhod region of Russia vio- 
lent fighting continued between the 
Russians and the Austro-Germans, 
while German counter attacks against 
the British in the Delville wood sector 
in France, all of which were repulsed, 
and bombardments characterized the 
operations in France. 

Battles also took place along the 
Sereth and Dniester rivers in Galicia, 
between the Russians and the Teu- 
tons, while in the Caucasus region the 
Russians near Diarbekr carried out a 
bayonet attack against the Turks which 
resulted in the capture of a Turkish 
work and some 300 prisoners and guns. 

In the Travananzes valley of the 
Austro-Italian theater the Italians have 
made fresh progress against the Aus- 
tro-Hungarians. In the Adige valley, 
in the upper Posina region and in the 
district of Cortina d'Ampezzo the Aus- 
trians are bombarding Italian posi- 
tions. 


ITALIAN 1 OOPS 
MAKING PROGRESS. 


Rome, August 3.—( Via London.)—‘‘In 
the Adige valley,” the official an- 
nouncement issued by the Italian war 
department says, “a bombardment by 


enemy artillery and aircraft is contin- 


ving. An enemy aeroplane dropped 
bombs on the town of Ala, but they 
did no damage. In the upper Posnia 
region yesterday we repulsed an attack 
against our position in the Caldiera 
valley. 

“In the Travenanzes valley we made 
fresh progress notwithstanding the 
fierce resistance of the enemy. 

“The enemy artillery bombardment 
on Cortina d’Ampezzo persisting, we 
are still shelling the villages in the 


Drave valley. 


"On the remainder of the front the 
situation is unchanged.’’ 


DESPERATE FIGHTING 
ON THE STOKHOD. 


Petrograd, August 3.—(Via London.) 
The official statement, from general 
headquarters issued today, reads: 

“On the Stokhod desperate fighting 
is proceeding near the villages of Du- 
beschovo and Gulevitchie. During the 
fighting on the River Sereth, near Gor- 
odish; about 14 miles above Tarnopol, 
the gallant regimental commander, 
Colonel Goronoff, was wounded. 

“In the Vorobievka region, east of 
Jezierns, nine enemy aeroplanes flew 
over our encampments. During the 


._ fighting south of the Dniester in the 
-Girection of Stanislau the regimental 


chaplain, Castorski, was wounded. 
“Caucasus Front: In the direction 
of Diarbekr, near Ogmit, between Mush 
and Mamakhatun, we captured Turk- 
ish works by an impetuous bayonet 
charge and took prisoner seven officers 
and about 300 Turkish regulars. <A 
whole company of the latter surrender- 
ed. We also captured a gun and three 
machine guns. We continue to attack 
and prisoners are still flowing in.” 


THEIR LINE PENETRATED, 
GERMANS ADMIT. 


Berlin, August- 3.—(Via London.)— 
French troops have penetrated the Ger- 
man lines on Monacu farm in the re- 
gion of the River Somme, and have 
taken a trench section to the north of 
that position, says the official state- 
ment given out today by the German 
army headquarters. 

In the region north of the fortress 
of Verdun, the announcement adds, the 
French have recaptured a trench sec- 
tion which they had lost in the Laufee 
wood. 

The official statement says: 
“Western front: North of the Somme, 
a strong preparatory fire by the enemy 
between the Ancre brook and the Som- 
me led us to expect a great decisive at- 
tack. Owing to our curtain of fire li de- 
veloped oniy into temporary but heavy 
nghting in isolated sections.

MAY SOON Be SENT 
0 FORT M'PRERSON 


Col. Louis LaGarde Recom- 
mends to War Department 
That Post Be Turned Into 
Army Hospital. 


ONE BUILDING WANTED 
AS OFFICERS’ HOSPITAL 


Recommends Medical Staff 
of One Colonel, Mayjor, 
Nine Captains and Nine 
First Lieutenants for Fort. 


Fort “McPherson, Atlanta, will be 
turned4into a general army hospital, 
having 1,000 beds for sick and wound- 
ed soldiers from the Mexican border, 
if recommendations to this effect, made 
last night to army officials at Wash- 
ington by Colonel Louis A. La Garde, 
United States army, medical corps, are 
carried out. 

Colonel La Garde was recently sent 
to Atlanta to investigate Fort McPher- 
son, the purpose of high army offi- 
cials being to turn it into a general 
army hospital in case it was fit for 


such use. 
Sick and Wounded Soldiers. 

This means that the local fort, which | 
has been practically vacant since the, 
Seventeenth regiment, U. 3. A., was | 
sent to the Mexican border about two 
years ago, will again become alive with 
soldierse—but sick and wounded sol- 
diers this time. 

The inspection of Fort McPherson was 
made at the command of the adjutant 
general of the United States army. 

Colonel La Garde’s report to Wash- | 
ington showed that Fort McPherson 
is ‘available at once for a general army 
hospital, having 1,000 beds.” He fur- 
ther recommended that a medical staff, 
of the following personnel, be _in- 
stalled: 

A colonel of medical corps; a major, 
nine captains, nine first lieutenants— 
total, 20 officers; and eight sergeants, | 
first class, and eight second-class ser- | 
geants and 129 privates, with as many 
women nurses as necessary. eo 

His reporsfurther recommended that 
one of the ba#zack buildings at the fort 
be utilized aS mn _ officers’ hospital 
and another bartack building be used 
for a hospital for privates and non- 
commissioned officers. 

Several Hospitals Needed. 

Officers at Fort McPherson believe 
that Washington will act at once on 
Colonel La Garde’s recommendations, 
since it has become necessary to have 
several general hospitals for sick sol- 
diers now at state training camps and 
on the Mexican border. 

‘Colonel La Garde has also made in- 
spections of Fort Oglethorpe, Fort 
Thomas, Ky., and Fort Sheridan, IIil., 
the purpose of the government being 
to turn these forts into general army 
hospitals in event they are needed in 
case of hostilities on the Mexican bor- 
der. 

Colonel La Garde has now completed 
his last official duty with the United 


States army, medical corps, and has 
been retired from active service. 


DEUTSCHLAND ESCAPED 
PATROL OF WARSHIPS: 


Submarine Dove Under Water 
Mile Off Coast Without 
Sighting Hostile Vessel. 


Norfolk, Va., August 3.—So far as is 
known here tonight the Deutschland is 
safely at sea on her way to Bremen, 
after successfully runnimg through the 
patrol of allied cruisers off the Virgin- 
ia capes. The war vessels still were in 
sight of observers on shore today, ap- 
parently unaware of the departure of 
the big sub-sea liner. 

It is not believed the Deutschland 
experienced the slightest difficulty in 
evading the cruisers. Captain Hinsch, 
of the war-bound German liner Neckar, 
who directed the departure of the sub- 
marine, said today that the underwater 
freighter passed unobserved within 100 
yards of a United States destroyer on 
neutrality duty about a mile off the 
capes. 

“When we came to a stop at a point 
in the bay I shall not disclose, be- 
cause we probably shall have to use 
the place again,” said Captain Hinsch, 
“the pilot aboard the submarine was 
taken -off to the Thomas F. Timmins, 
our tug. It was then about 5 o’clock 
in the morning. The submarine was 
submerged, so that her machinery and 
pumps could be tested and the cargo 
be trimmed, should that be necessary. 
She then went down in a deep hole in 
the bay to a depth of 130 feet, remain- 
ing there for some time.

Nothing more came of it at the time, 
but as it became generally known that 
Felder had written the note, the pre- 
diction. was freely.made that serious 
trouble would come out of it, and all 
evening senators and representatives 
and friends of both men were plainly 
apprehensive. 

Just what inspired the house door- 
keeper to take the initiative and the 
offensive, if he did, is not known. In 
fact, he himself denied that he was the 
aggressor. 

Vasson was immediately taken into 
custody by police officers, who arrested 
him in the Kimball lobby. He made 
no attempt to escape. He stoutly de- 
nied that he was the aggressor in the 
fight, declaring that Felder attacked 
him first, and during the scuffle which 
ensued that Felder was cut with his 
own knife. His statement immediate- 
ly following his arrest is substantially 
as follows: 


VASSON’S 
STATEMENT. 


“IT was going through the hallway, 
when I met Felder. Felder com- 
maenced ‘cussing me out,’ and hit me. 
We clinched and commenced fighting. 
During the fight and while I had hold 
of Felder he was cut, but with his own 
knife, and the knife was in his own 
hands. I didn’t have any knife at dll 
myself.” 

According to accounts of the affray 
from other? sources, Felder had just 
emerged from a meeting of the Savan- 
nah anti-recall faction, held in the 
room of Rev. C. M. Ledbetter, a min- 
ister of Guyton, Ga. here in the in- 
terests of the opposition to the Savan- 
nah recall bill, No. 106, first floor 
of the Kimball house. Attending the 
caucus were Rev. Ledbetter, Mr. 
Felder, Dr. W. B. Stubbs, of Savannah, 
and several others, representatives 
anti-saloon workers. Felder had just 
been talking with Rev. Ledbetter, and 
had left the room to go to Governor 
Harris’ headquarters, rooms 119-21-23.

Dr. Willis Westmoreland issued the 
following bulletin on coming out of the 
operating room) after midnight last 
night:

The injury is to left side near 
the accilary line. it is a penetrating 
knife wound of the lung, cutting one 
rib completely in two and the other 
half in two. The wound was slashed 
upwards about one and one-half inches 
from the heart. Condition serious. 
Crisis probably in forty-eight hours— 
danger of traumatic pneumonia.” 

The above statement. dictated by Dr 
Westmoreland, was followed by his re- 
fusal to allow either Mr. Felders law 
partners @r the law enforcement com- 
mittee Into Mr. Felder’s presénce. “He 
must have absolute quiet,’ he said, and 
positive orders have been issued that 
absolutely no one can see him for two 
days at least, until the crisis is passed. 

It is known Mr. Felder has been 
working day and night for the passage 
of the prohibition laws, and the defeat 
of the Savannah recall measure, which 
work has worn down his health and 
weakened his vitality. However, im- 
mediately on recovering from the ether 
after midnight he struggled to be al- 
lowed- to get out of his bed and go on 
with this work. “This is his greatest 
danger, as he is an unusually energetic 
man, and undue excitement wil prove 
fatal,’ said Dr. Westmoreland.

Excitement about the lobby of the] = SY 
Kimball house following the stabbing 
was intense, legislators as a whole, 
regardless of partisanship one way or 
another in the Savanah fight, greatly 
deploring the affair. 

Mr. Felder was taken at 9:30 o'clock 
last night to St. Joseph's infirmary. 

Representative E. Z. Arnold, of Clay 
county, who had been in the meeting 
in room 106, was at -Felder’s side a 
moment after the stabbing, and sat 
with Felder pending the arrival of the 
ambulance,, which took the injured 
man to St. Joseph’s hospital. His 
statement follows: 

ARNOLD'S 
STATEMENT. 

“I got into the room, where Felder 

lay on the bed, immediately after the 
stabbing, and before the arrival of Dr. 
Green. I helped get his clothes off. At 
first the wound—a little cut just be- 
low the bottom rib on the left side, 
about the size of my thumb—bled fear- 
fully. The bleeding stopped in a few 
minutes, though, and before they took 
him away a big lump as high, I should 
say, aS my two fists, had formed. 

“Felder, as he lay on the bed, talked 
freely to me, and as nearly as I can’ 
repeat his statement about the occur- 
rence, he said: 

“‘T’'ve been expecting this; I’ve 
been threatened repeatedly, and have 
been expecting it. They've said they 
would ‘“‘get’’ me, time and again. 

“*“When I came out of the room I 
saw Vasson and a tall, dark young 
fellow coming toward me down the 
hall. I was on my way to Governor 
Harris’ headquarters. I knew Vasson, 
but I never before saw the fellow that 
was with him. As I approached the 
two men, and aS we came close to- 
gether in the hall, Vasson said to the 
other fellow, “This is Tom Felder. 

This is the d—d (something) that 
killed our recall bill.”” He started in 
to abuse me, but I saw he was drunk, 
and tried to evade any trouble. I told 
him that this was no time nor place 
to quarrel over that, and that we 
didn't want any trouble. The other 
fellow said nothing that I heard, and 
when Vasson pulled out a knife he 
broke and ran. Just as Vasson pulled 
the knife we came together and he 
plunged it. into me.- I have no idea 
in the world who that other man is.’ 

“Dr. Smith worked over Felder until 
Dr. Willis Westmoreland arrived, and 
then they took Felder away to the 
hospital.” 

Mr. Arnold said further that “it is 
impossible for Felder to have cut 
himself with his own knife, for “we 
found his own knife, a little knife in a 
leather case, in his pocket. It was 
unopened.” 

Arnold's statement is substantiated 
in all particulars by Rev. Ledbetter, 
who reached Felder’s side about the 
Same time as did Arnold, and who re- 
mained with him until his removal 
to the hospital. 

Felder was carried from the hotel 
on a stretcher, through=the long cor- | 
ridor which leads to the railroad , 
tracks side of the building, where the 
ambulance was waiting.

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TAKEN UP IN SENATE 


Hardwick, Refusing to Be 
Bound by Caucus, to Speak 
Against Bill. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, August 3.—(Special.)— 
The Keating child labor bill was taken 
up in the senate this afternoon and 
made the unfinished business. Sena- 
tor Robinson, of Arkansas, took the 
floor in its advocacy and upon the con- 
clusion of his speech tomorrow, will be 
followed by Senator Hardwick, of Geor- 
gia, in opposition. 

Senator Hardwick declines to be 
bound by the recent caucus’ action 
which decided to postpone the immi- 
gration bill and to put through the 
child labor bill, which is being urged 
by President Wilson. Mr. Hardwick 
asserts that he has settled views on 
the subject and moral obligations to 
his constituents, and is therefore ex- 
cused by the caucus rules themselves. 
He resents the suggestions that the 
president is attempting to force through 
the bill before adjournment. 

“The president of the United States, 
under our system of government, Is 
not only chief executive, but head of a 
great political party,” said Senator 
Hardwick. “As such it is proper for 


cal nature tO members of his party, 
but of course I do not think they should 
ever take the form of commands. I 
should be very much hurt if I believed 
the presjdent had undertaken to lay 
anything like a command upon this, or 
any other branch of congress. I think 
he has merely expressed his wishes and 
his desires.’’ 

The indications are now that the child 
labor bill will pass and that the immi- 
gration bill, which Senator Borah will 
offer as an amendment, will go over 
until next session. 


EXHAUSTIVE PROBE 
OF WURM’S MURDER 


Continued F rom First Page. 
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“T haven't had but two drinks since 
May 1.” 

Significance is attached to all ineci- 
dents connected with the Smith wom- 
an’s place by the testimony of work- 
men in the steel plant to the effect that 
when young Wurm disappeared, he told 
his fellow-workmen that he was going 
out to get a soft drink. The only place 
at that hour where he could get a 
drink was the Smith woman's stand, 
which is at least two blocks from the 
plant. 

“We have a number of young men 
who live in the steel plant neighbor- 
hood who will be subjected to an ex- 
amination like that of Kimberly and 
fibbs.”’ @esaid Soliictor General Eb T. 
Williams, to a reporter for The Consti- 
tution Thursday afternoon at the close 
of the day’s session. “We are confident 
that the Wurm body was the victim ofa 
gang of conspirators, and the men who 
are investigating the case have never 
felt so helpful as now, when more prog- 
ress seems to be made than at any 
other time since the disappearance.”’ 

Solicitor Williams also expressed the 


theory thet the boy timekeeper’s mo- 
tives were misjudged at the plant— 
him of being a spy planted by of- 
ficials of the concern. He says that 
evidence to this effect will be pro- 
duced. ‘In this connection, county po- 
licemen interviewed T. K. Glenn, presi- 
dent of the Atlantic, Thursday morn- 
ing to find for certain if the boy was 
working in the capacity of timekeeper, 
or that of secret service man. 
Employ College Men. 

“Every year we install a limited num- 
der of college,men,’”’ answered Mr. 
Glenn. “Wurm was put to work be- 
cause he appeared to be a scrupulous, 
ambitious, energetic young man who 
would make a good workman. He 
‘Was not put there for any spying pur- 
poses, as the men of the plant will 
bear out.” 

Mr. Williams was of the impression 
that some of the workmen were led 
to suspect the slain boy because the 
position he occupied was created with 
his installation in the plant. It was 
testified Thursday that _ previously 
there had been no night timekeeper, 
the duties having been performed by 
the man in that office on the day 
shift. This, Mr. Williams believed, 
would indicate to some workmen that 
there was a deeper motive in the boy’s 
employment. 

Whether Ruby Smith’s testimony will 
be offered to contradict a part of that 
given by the Kimberly and-Gibbs boys, 
or in the expectation of revealing evi- 
dence against others whose names 
have hitherto been unconnected with 
the case, it could not be learned from 
officials attached to either the prose- 
cution or defense. 

Crane will doubtless be released. The 
only evidence thus far produced against 
him is that of G. C. Huggins, a farmer 
residing near the Crane home, whose 
testimony precipitated the most dra- 
matic incident of the day’s proceedings.

Huggins further testified that he told 
his son-in-law, Sam Ross, who resides 
at the Huggin's home near Brookwood, 
a short distance from the steel plant, 
about-Crane’s conversation the next 
morning at the breakfast table, when, 
he says, the Huggins household com-

William C. Chambers, commissioner 
of the board of mediation and con-

roads and urging the employers and 
employees to postpone a settlement of 
their differences until a report can be 
made. Hours of labor constitutes one 
of the chief causes of the threatened 
strike. 

The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United states, which yesterday appeal- 
ed to President Wilson for tederal in- 
tervention to prevent a strike, is urg- 
ing action on the resolution. The 
chamber is considering calling a con- 
terence of representatives of commer- 
cial organizations Eemprese on con- 
gress tne necessity of taking some im- 
mediate step. 

The president late today designated 
G. W. W, Hanger, assistant comm|s- 
sioner of the board of mediation and 
conciliation, as a member of the board. 
The law stipulates that there shall be 
three members, but Judge Martin aA. 
Knapp, chairman, and William L. 
Chambers, commissioner, have served 
alone because an official of the depart- 
ment of labor designated as the third 
member when the board was formed, 
was not qualified for the place. 

Judge Knapp and Mr. Chambers ask- 
ed the president to increase the mem- 
bership because the work gf the board 
already has become great and the 
threatened railroad strike has added 
to the necessity of having another 
member. 

Administration officials said every- 
thing possible would be done to avert 
a strike. If all other steps fail, it is 
probable President Wilson will make a 
personal appeal to the railroad man- 
agers and the employees urging them 
to effect a settlement in the interest 
of the public.

“It has been charged that when he 
built his warehouse out here, he sent 
out of town and got a contractor. The 
man who was the contractor on the job 
was Arthur Tufts, born out here in 
Edgewood, and reared in Atlanta, a 
man I have known all my life. 

“IT went to him and asked him 
whether it is true that Mr. Candler 
did not pay the men on the warehouse 
job but $1 or $1.50 per day.

Candler did this at a time when good 
men, capable men, were forced to go 
to the city and beg for a job ina ditch, 
extending Atlanta’s sewer and water 
mains, at $1.50 per day to keep the 
wolf from their wives and children. 

“The total payroll for the warehouse 
jab, according to the books which I 
myself saw, was $359,000.

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Is Executed for High 
Treason. 


London, August 3.—Roger Casement, 
former Pritish knight and consul, was 
hanged at 9 o’clock this morning in 
Pentonville jail for high treason. He 
was convicted of conspiring to cause’ 
an armed revolt in Ireland and with 
having sought German aid to that end. 

Two hours before the execution a 
crowd of men, women and children 
gathered before the prison gate. Twen- 
ty minutes before Casement mounted 
the scaffold the great prison bell 
commenced to toll. The sound was 
greeted with cheers from the crowd, 
mingled with some ‘ groans. At: 9 
o'clock the crowd had swollen to such 
proportions that it extended for two 
blocks from the prison front. At one 
minute after 9 a single stroke of the 
| big bell announced that the trap had 
been sprung. It was the signal for a 
mocking, jeering yell from the crowd 
which suddenly died away into dead 
| silence, 

Casement met his death with calm 
courage, according to eye-witnesses. 
Early in the morning two priests of 
the Roman Catholic church adminis- 
_tered the last rites in the cell of the 
' condemned man, and shortly afterward 
la little procession headed by the cler- 
gymen, with Casement following, a 
warden on either side, proceeded to 
the execution shed, only five yards 
away. 

“I Die for My Country.” 

Tne priests recited the litany of the 
dying, Casement responding in low 
tones: 

“Lord have mercy on my soul.” 

According to one of those present 
Casement’s last words were: “I die 
for my country. 

As the party reached the shed where 
gallows was erected the special 
executioner, a hair-dresser named Ele 
| lis, approached Casement and quickly 
| Pinloned him. The two chaplains, the 
| 


undemsheriff of London and the une 
der-sheriff of Middlesex then took up 
their positions in front of the scaf- 
fold. Casement mounted the gallows 
steps firmly and commended his gspir- 
it to God as he stepped on the trap. A 
moment later the lever was pulled. 

Immediately after the trap was 
} sprung the prison engineer and phy- 
| sich descended into 
|after the application of the usual tests, 
' Casement was pronounced dead at nine 
minutes after 9. According to the cus- 
tom in the case of prisoners hanged 
for crime similar to that of Casement. 
his body will be buried in quicklime in 
the prison yard, but probably no deci- 
sion as to the burial will be made 
until after the inquest. 

A coroner's jury found that’the sen- 
tence had heen carried out. in accord- 
ance with law and in a humane man- 
ner. Gavin Duffy, Casement's solicitor. 
who appeared in behalf of relatives. 
identified the body. 

Replying to a question by the coro- 
ner, Solicitor Duffy said that Case- 
ment’s health at times was very bad. 
He made a plea that the body be handed 
over to relatives, which the authorities, 
he said, had refused. The coroner de- 
clared he had no power to interfere 
whereupon Duffy protested, saying it 
wasa ‘monstrous actof indecency that 
the authorities should refuse the re- 
quest.” 

At the inquest the governor of the 
prison and the chief warden testified 
that death was instantaneons. Dr. 
Mander was asked by Solicitor Dufftv 
whether there was any truth in the 
statement published that Casement had 
been insane. He replied: 

“IT saw no evidence of insarfitv. He 
acted in a sane manner to the end.’’

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NEGRO WOMAN SAYS 
COUNCILMAN TOLD 
HER TO SUE CITY 


A special meeting of the claims com- 
mittee of council has been called for 12 
o'clock this morning to consider allega- 
tions made against Councilman Carl 
Dolvin, of the tenth ward, by Fanny 
Thomas, a negro woman, before the 
last meeting of the committee. She al- 
leged at that time that Mr. Dolvin told 
her to enter suit against the city for 
alleged injuries received by her some 
time ago when she fell into a hole in 
the street in a section of the fifth ward. 

The committee will consider the pro- 
posal to enter impeachment charges 
against Councilman Dolvin on the tes- 
timony of the woman. According to 
the city charter any city official who 
makes any attempt to have a suit or 
any other legal proceedings institut- 
ed against the city is liable to im- 
peachment for malpractice in office. 

Councilman Ashley, chairman of the 
committee, had the meeting called for 
this morning. He geaid in referring to 
the affair: “I have no personal feeling 
in this case. It is simply something 
that must ibe investigated for the good 
of the city and for that reason I have 
asked the committee to meet. The 
claims committee is trving hard all the 
time to have claims against the city 
kept down, but they can make little 
headway if their work is undermined 
in this way.” 

Councilman Dolvin issued the fol- 
lowing statement Wednesday: 

" am engaged in the insurance busi- 
ness. For many years Fanny Thomas has 
held policies of insurance in companies rep- 
resented by me. About sixty days ago I 
paid her a claim against one of my com- 
panies for forty days’ indemnity, which she 
claimed was due her on account of an in- 
jury received by falling into an excava- 
tion in the street at the intersection of 
Maple and Thurmond streets. 

“At the time she requested me as a 
councilman, to get the city to pay her 
damages for the alleged injury. I stated 
that it would be necessary to take the mat- 
ter up with the claims committee of 
council. 

“She asked if it would not be necessary 
for her to have a lawyer I told her J 
thought it would be. She thereupon asked 
me the name of some reliable nad compe- 
tent attorney, and I suggested Judge F. M 
Powers. This was in my office in the pres- 
ence of W. Garland Cooper and George A 
Morris. She requested me to have judge 
Powers come to see her, which I did not 
do. The next tim@® she paid her insurance 
premium she agaim requested that I tell 
Judge Powers to come to see her. 

“A few days after this last request I 
met Attorney Samuel M. Castleton. who was 
at that time Judge Power's partner. and 
asked if Fanny Thomas had been up to 
see them. I wars informed that she had 
not been to the office of Powers & Castle- 
ton, and Mr. Castleton asked me where 
she lived. I thereupon stated I am going 
in that direction and would show him her 
house. This I accordingly did I had no 
interest whatever in the matter.”

Georgia, through its legislature, should 
take careful notice and warning that if the 
recent house bill creating the state prison 
commission a state highway commission, 
and at the same time denying to it the 
powers and authority of such a board, is 
Georgia's last word in this matter, the state 
will lose its share of the federal appropria- 
tion for good roads construction, aggregat- 
ing approximately $2,000,000. 

The authority for this notice and warn- 
ing is no less a person than Logan Waller 
Page, director of public roads and rural en 
gineering of the United States department 
of agriculture, upon whom wil] devolve, in 
large measure, the duty of distributing this 
fund to the*several states. 

In a letter replying to an inquiry from 
Congressmen Gordon Lee, of the Seventh, 
and Carl Vinson, of the Tenth, regarding 
the highway recently 
passed by the Georgia house of representa- 
tives, Mr. Page makes the following signifi-

cant statement: 


It is my personal! opinion that the 
measure would not confer sufficient du- 
ties and authority upon the prison com- 
mission to make it a highway depart- 
ment as contemplated by the federal road 
act. I feel that a state highway depart- 
ment, if it is to be such as contemplated 
by the federal aid road act, must be an ac- 
tual engineering department made up of 
experienced road _ builders, thoroughly 
qualified to make the necessary surveys, 
plans, specifications and estimates, and 
to supervise construction. 


Commenting upon Director Page’s state- 
ment, Congressman Vinson says in a com- 
munication to The Constitution: 

I feel it my duty to say that the mem- 
bers of the Georgia delegation have 
fought too long and too hard for this 
legislation for our state to be deprived 
of the provisions beneficial to it, by the 
lack of proper legislation on the part of 
our general assembly. 

The foregoing statement from Director 
Page, of the Federal Good Roads bureau, to

No less than a consistent prohibitionist 
and member of ‘the present state senate is 
authority for the statement that a rumor is 
already current that this effort to repeal 
tax equalization has back of it the ultimate 
purpose to bring liquor again to Georgia, 
that the tax upon it may meet the requtre- 
ments of the state. 

The Constitution does not beHeve there 
is any such motive back of tax equalization 
repeal; but from the prejudice and fanati- 
cism to which it has given rise, it is not 
surprising that it should have brought forth 
such rumors as this.

Far “Worse Than Nothing,’ , 
Says Ex-Cong. Fleming, 
Of House Usury Measure 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial in 
this morning’s: paper on the so-called anti- 
usury bill which passed the house yesterday 
caused me to use a few spare moments at 
the capitol in examining the original bill. 

It is far more radical than you have de- 
scribed it. 

The bill was introduced by Mr. Davis, of 
Laurens, on July 2, 1915. On its face it was 
evidently designed to help the borrower by 


making the lender forfeit the entire inter-. 


est, instead of only the excess over & per 
cent, as now provided in code section 3438. 

But the substitute recommended by ju- 
diciary committee No. 2, and passed by the 
house, while retaining this provision of the 
original bill, tacks on to it a complete repeal 
of code section 3442, which voids all titles 
held under a contract infected with usury. 

Many a loan has been made at 8 per cent 
instead of 10 per cent or 15 per cent because 
the lender was afraid to run the risk of los- 
ing his security. With this protectiva taken 
away the borrower will find himself prac- 
tically at the mercy of the lender, and as 
the, consequences of charging 15 per cent 
are no worse than charging & per cent he 
may expect to pay “whatever the traffic 
will ®ear.” 

The bill as passed iessens instead of in- 
creasing the penalty of usury—as its originel 
author must have intended. 

This section 3442 voiding titles for usury 
has been the law of Georgia ever since the 
adoption of the code ot 1861—-appearing there 
as section 2024. 

Is there anything in the present economic 
conditions in Georgia calling for a repeal of 
this law which has stood as the settled 
policy of the state for more than half a 
century? 

In recent years more stringent laws have 
been enacted against “money sharks; and 
the supreme court has drawn closer its con- 
struction of what constitutes usury, ho!ding 
that a deduction of 8 per cent in advance, 
even on small loans, violation of law; 
the present federal administration has 
been calling national banks to taw for i!- 
legal charges; and has even gone to the 
extent of establishing a system of land banks 
for rural credits, so as to make farm lands 
“liquid assets,’ to use a banking phrase— 
all this with a view of helping the borrower, 
the under-dog in the fight. Have not our 
law makers misunderstood this bill, or mis- 
interpreted the spirit of the times? 

The perfalty for usury ought not to be 
lessened, 

This is a matter that well merits the con- 
sideration of the senate.

East African Battle Front 
Extends for Long Distance 


Washington,.August 3.—When dispatches 
from the East “Africa battle front recently 
announced the successful operation of British 
forces under General Smuts between Tanga 
and Korogwe, and of a force under Briga- 
dier General Sir CC. Crewe at Muanza, few 
readers realized that the distance separating 
these two scenes of hostility in German ‘East 
Africa is as great as the airline distance from 
London to Frankfort, Germany,’ according to 
a recent war geography bulletin of the Na- 
tional Geographic society, issued from its 
Washington headquarters, 

“Krom Tanga to the southern shores of 
Lake Kiwu, where the Belgians from_ the 
Congo made their first descent upon the Teu- 
tonic enemy's African possessions, it is nearly 
twice as far as from Brussels to Berlin. 

“The scene of General Smuts’ success was 
along the Usambara railway, which, at the 
outbreak of the war, Germany was construct- 
ing from the seaport of Tanga to Lake Vic- 
toria Nyanza. When completed it will prove 
an outlet for one of the richest sections of 
the ‘dark continent.’ That part of the road 
already in operation taps the rich agricul- 
tural region of Usambara, the first district of 
German East Africa to come under the juris- 
diction of the kaiser: 

“Tt was just 32 years ago that three young 
Germans, Karl Peters, Count Pfeil and Dr. 
Juhike, made their way inland from the coast 
and won the friendship of a_ chieftain of 
Usambara. With him they negotiated a treaty, 
which was followed by others, insuring pro- 
tection for a colonization society chartered by 
the German government. For five or six 
years the sultan of Zanzibar disputed the 
right of the Germans to make treaties with 
tribes supposed to be subject to him, but a 
quarter of a century ago he surrendered his 
claim to the mainland territory for a million 
dollars. ; 

“Tanga, whose name means ‘the sail,’ is 
a town of 8,000 inhabitants, only about 100 of 
whom are Europeans, About 30 milgs to the 
east is the fertile island of Pemba, with an 
area about equal to that of Cape Cod. It is 
famous for its cloves, exporting annually 
about 10,000,000 pounds of this spice. The 
popularity of clove plantations with Pemba 
planters dates back about 45 years, when a 
cyclone devastated the neighboring island of 
Zanzibar, and Somnpererely created a shortage 

market.

by congress for the bettering of the roads of 
the country. 

Congressman Vinson sends this letter to

Georgia legislature, such as will constitute 
if enacted in the law, a highway department 
of the prison commission.

In connection with what I am about 
to say on this Subject, please bear in mind 
that I have no power to pass upon legal 
questions involved in the operation of the 
federal aid road act, as my duties are en- 
tirely administrative, so that the best I 
can give you is my personal opinion. Un- 
questionably if the matter should come up 
for decision, the official whose duty ‘it’ is 
to construe the laws would pass upon the 
question. 

I have not received a copy of the bill as 
it passed the lower house of the legislature, 
and my information about the measure is 
such as | have obtained from the Atlanta 
newspapers. If the newspaper account is 
correct, it is my personal opinion that the 
measure would not confer sufficient duties 
and authority upon the prison commission 
to make it a highway department as con- 
templated by the federal aid road act. 

Beyond a doubt the federal law meant 
to require that each state have a technically 
and practically qualified state agency to su- 
pervise the expenditure of the federal aid 
apportionment. The law specifically states 
that the applications are to be made by the 
state highway department, and that such 
department should make all surveys, plans, 
specifications and estimates, and actually 
supervise the work of construction. 

Must He Actual Department. 

The law further defines the state high- 
way department so as to include a depart- 
ment of another name, exercising the func- 
tions ordinarily exercised by a state high- 
way department. With the examples of doz- 
ens of states about us to show what func- 
tions are ordinarily exercised by a state 
highway department, it is plain that no mere 
jegislative designation, without giving real 
substance to a state body designated as a 
state highway department, would meet the 
requirements of the federal aid road act. 
I feel that a state highway department, if 
it is-to be such as contemplated by the fed- 
eral aid road act, must be an actual] engi- 
neering department made up of experienced 
road builders. thoroughly qualified. to make 
the necessary surveys, plans, specifications 
and estimates, and to supervise construction. 

Out of the $75,000,000 appropriated by 
congress, Georgia will be entitled to some- 
thing over $2,000,000, and it will be an incom- 
prehensible situation if the legislature of 
the state were by action or lack of action 
to deprive the state of that very material aid.

SWEEPING CHANGES RECOMMENDED > 
IN STATE'S TAXATION MACHINERY 


Sweeping 
chinery of 


changes in the taxation ma- 
the state are recommended in 
the report of the special senate-house joint 
committee appointed to consider this matter. 
This report was filed simultaneously in the 
house and senate yesterday morning. 

The committee instructed to thresh 
over all of the pending Witls, one to repeal 
the existing equalization law and others to 
Supplement and strengthen it, and to report 
back recommendations._-_ The matter 
gone into thoroughly by the committee at 
various evening sittings, and its report is 
of value being the result of painstaking 
Study, discussion and consideration. 

As has been forecasted in The Constitu- 
tion from time to time througnout the com- 
mittee’s deliberations. the report recommends, 
among other things, that biennial conventions 
of county tax assessors be held in Atlanta; 
that real property be assessed biennially; 
that the present law be amended so as not to 
render tax assessors ineligible for office for 
one year after the expiration of their terms; 
that a supplemental! bill be enacted providing 
for a record tax upon mortgages and other 
evidences of debt filed of record.

Report of Committee. 


The report in full follows: 
“To the General Assembly of Georgia: 

“Your joint commitee of the senate and 
house, appointed under senate resolution No. 
...., to consider amendments and additions 
looking to the perfection and improvement of 
the tax equalization law, and to the further 
equalization of property not only between 
individuals, but between the counties, here- 
by beg leave to make the following report: 

“First—Your committee recommends that 
the suggestion of the state tax commissioner 
in his annual report with reference to the 
conyention of the boards Of equalizers of the 
counties, be adopted, and that the state tax 
commissioner be given the authority to call 
a meeting or convention of chairmen of the 
county boards of tax assessors, or one repre- 
sentative of each of the boards of tax asses- 
sors biennially to be held in Atlanta for not 
more than two (2) days’ session for the pur- 
pose of consultation and securing co-opera- 
tion in the enforcement of the tax Jaws of 
the state, and to facilitate the equalization

ty for state and county purposes shall be paid 
by the state, and charged against the amount 
of taxes due the state by the county tax 
collector, the total amount of said expense to 
be certified by the chairman and secretary 
of said board under oath to the state tax 
commissioné 

“Third—Your committee further .recom- 
mends that, in the interest of economy in 
the administration of the act, that that class 
of property Known as lands and city property 
shall be assessed biennially by the county 
boards of tax assessors, and only transfers of 
property in individual cases of appeal, or 
equalization, be considered by said board upon 
the alternate year.

’ When. Friends Start Effort 
to Save Judicial Circuit 
Bill From Death— Adjourn- 
ment Prevents Defeat of 
the Bill. 


Pandemonium reigned in the house 
of representatives for half an hour 
just prior to adjournment yesterday 
afternoon as the result of efforts on 
the part of friends of the senate bill 
providing for the creation of a new 
judicial circuit to save their measure 


,from certain death. 

Bale, of Floyd, was in the chair 
when debate upon the bill started, and 
the discussion developed temperature 
as it progressed. Things were brought 
to a climax when suddenly someone 
called for the previous question. 

Bill Was in Danger. 

The first test vote showed a bare 
quorum voting, and the fate of the 
bill as hanging in the balance. Friends : 
of the act, fearful of the outcome of’ 
a vote on its passage, thereupon start- 
ed a filibuster in the hope of defer- 
ring action until this morning, when 
there will be fewer abseatees and a 
more encouraging outlook for success, 

The presiding officer shouted time 
and again to the doorkeepers and oe 
messenger to help him restore order; 
he demanded that members be seated; 
and he pounded the stand with his 
gavel until spectators came flocking 
in from the offices down stairs and on 
the third floor to see what was going 
on. A motion to adjourn, half an hour 
before closing time, was finaily rec- 
ognized, when a roll call was called 
for and sustained. 

The bill provides for the creation of 
Tift judicial circuit from portions of 
Albany and southern circuits, and will 
contain the counties of Tift, Turner 
and Worth. The measure is fought 
chiefly upon the contention that the 
new circuit would be too small, leave 
Albany and Southern small, and 
would be an unnecessary and unwar- 
ranted expense to the state. 

The first half of the afternoon ses- 
sion was consumed in debate upon 
the senate bill which would penalize 
wife desertion. Wohlwender, of Mus- 
cogee, made a lengthy speech agaist 
the bill, and, in the midst of a vote 
upon it, he moved to table it. The 
house sustained him. 

Almost without opposition the sen- 
ate juvenile court bill was passed. 

Rich Opposes RKaltlroading. 

Rich, of Miller, who never hesitates 
to vote “no” when he feels like so 
doing—as he often does—halted pro- 
ceedings in the house Thursday morn- 
ing for just long enough to tell the 
house what he thinks of “railroading” 
legislation. He meade his point, then 
emphatically voted ‘‘no” on the senate 
bill under which the state would take 
over the Liberty Hal! school, at Craw- 
fordville, and re-christen it the Alex- 
ander H. Stephens Memorial hall. 

The United Daughters of the 
federacy, under whose auspices’. the 
school is now conducted, on the site 
of the old Stephens homestead, are the 
instigators of the bill, and a large 
number of them were in the gallery 
during the house's brief deliberations 
upon it. There is a clause in the bill, 
put there by Fullbright, of Burke, 
which provides that the state shall 
never be called upon for money for 
the school, the only purpose being, its 
friends say, for the state to technical- 
ly stand behind the institution,in order 
to facilitate, by this added appearance 
of stability, the accumulation of funds 
through donations by patriotic south- 
erners resident in the north and else- 
where. The governor, under the pro- 
posed law, would be ex-officio chan- 
cellor of the school and six other citi- 
gens, to be appointed, would be trus- 
tees. The bill was passed, 106 to 23. 

Two other senate bills had been run 
through the house mill with shotgun 
expedition—one the Treutlen county 
bill, which was defeated: the other 
the Boykin bill, providing for the crea- 
tion of an uniform accounting depart- 
ment for the state, which was passed. 
Debate upon each measure had been 
limited to the very minimum. § and 
when the Stephens memorial bill was 
reached debate upon it was curtailed 
to ten minutes to each side. Then the 
measure was about to be put to a 
vote, when Rich arose and said: 

“It isn't my purpose to de- 
bate this bill. [E don’t know enough 
about it to debate it: neither do I know 
enough about it to vote upon it intel- 
ligently. All that I want to do is to 
protest against the manner in which 
we are railroading important legisla- 
tion through this house. | am unalter- 
ably opposed to limiting debate upon 
these measures so that we don't know 
what we're voting on. Half the mem- 
bers don’t even hear these bills read.

The morning session adjourned with 
the senate biti providing for the dis- 
ciplining of wife deserters as unfin- 
ed business for the afternoon session.

The bill providing for the creation 
of a county to be named Treutlen from 
portions of Montgomery and Emanuel 
counties, was disposed of after 45 min- 
utes’ debate. Speaking for the Dill 
were Yeomans of Terrell, Gillis of 
Montgomery -and Elders of Tattnall. 
Against it and speaking were Brown 
of Emanuel and Fullbright of Burke. 

The vote on the bill resulted 113 
to 54, or fourteen less than the re- 
quired two-thirds. Elders gave notice 
that he will move for reconsideration. 

The Boykin bill, providing for a uni- 
form system of public office _acount- 
ing, with a department of public office 
accounting to be maintained under the 
personal direction of the attorney gen- 
eral, was carried without debate,

NEW YORK 1S FACING 
STREET CAR STRIKE 


Union Leaders Deliver Ul- 
timatum Requiring That 
-Demands Be Granted by 3 
O’Clock This Afternoon. 


New York, August 3.—A strike of 
street employees tying up 
every surface line in Manhattan, the 
Bronx and Queen's county seemed in- 
evitable today. The leaders of the un- 
ion recently organized among the em- 
ployees today delivered an unltimatum 
to the railway companies giving them 
until 3 p. m. tomorrow, to grant their 
demands, and efforts today by Mayor 
Mitchel to bring about arbitration 
failed. 

The mayor today

with the heads of the New York Street |! 
Railways company and the New Yerk | 


and Queen's Kaiiway company, respec- 
tively, together with the union leaders, 
and neither side would yield on the 
main point at issue, the right of the 
employees to join the union. 

Ww. O<. Wood, presitient of the New 
York and Queens company declared 
flatly that his concern would not recog- 
nize the union, and IT. P. Shonts, head 
or the New ixo0rk street railways, al- 
though not so direct in his statements, 
caused the mayor to announce that 
there appeared nothing he could do to 
avert tne strike. 

Both railway heads expressed confi- 
dence that the majority of their em- 
ployees would remain loyal, but the 
union ileaders claimed that the 
ployvees of both companies had been 
virtually all enrolled in the union. 

A strike would involve 4,500 em- 
ployees, tie up lines with 220 miles 
of tracks operating 2,200 cars and car- 
rying 330,000,000 passengers a year. 
This is in addition to the Third Avenue 
system, on which strikes already have 
partly tied up the Bronx, several routes 
in Manhattan and the trolley lines in 
Yonkers. 

The public will have left to depend 
upon only the elevated and subway, al- 
ready overcrowded, and one or two om- 
nibus lines. 

The ultimatum of the union, first set 
at 6 p.m. tomorrow, was later advanced 
three hours. Seventy-five per cent of 
the men employed in the power houseg 
supplying electric current are organiz- 
ed and will next week join the strike 
according to an announcement by 
Michael Mur ny president of the Steam 
Firemen an ngineers’ unton. 


PARALYSIS EPIDEMIC | 
REACHES HIGH MARK 


New York, August 3—New forces 
were added to the campaign against 
the epidemic of tinfantile paralysis 
here when two committees composed 
of prominent pathologists and bacte- 
riologists from all over the eountry 
were selected today to study the dis- 
ease. The naming of the committees 
followed a conference of the experts 
at the college of physicians and sur- 
geons of Columbia university. 

The number of deaths and new cases 
reached a high mark with the 24 hours 
ending at 10 o’clock today. New cases 
totaled 217 and the number of deaths 
was 43. Health Commissioner Emer- 
son announced tonight that the death 
rate of the present epidemic was 20 
per cent of the cases reported, whire 
in 1907 it was only 6 per cent. 

Of the committees named at the con- 
ference of experts, the first is to take 
up a laboratory investigation of the 
nature, communicability and virulence 
of the disease. Dr. J. W. Jobling, of 
Vanderbilt university, Nashville, is a 
member. 

The second committee is to devise 
practical methods for the prevention of 
the disease and its spread, Dr. Charles 
C. Bass, of Tulane university, New Or- 
leans, is a member.

Railway and Various Lines 
Taken Advantage of to 
Depress , Prices. 


New York, August 3.—Irregularity 
was the dominant characteristic of to- 
day’s dull market which, like the ses- 
sions of the early week, was largely 
if not wholly under control of the 
trading elements. That faction again 
made the most of the uncertainty now 
prevailing in the railroad world and 
various lines’ of industry to depress 
prices, and the net result was mod- 
erately favorable to that side of the 
account, 

Theye were further gross declines 
of 2 to 5 points in leading motor shares, 
while sugars and petroleums were ma- 
terially affected by adverse trade con- 
ditions. Cuban American Sugar reg- 
istered an extreme loss of 6 points, 
with 5% for Cuba cane, 4 for south 
Porto Rico and 2% for American Beet. 

Weakness of oils, which was most 
pronounced 
of Texas Company, was naturally 
ascribed to the price adjustment now 
going on in the oil industry. Mexican 
Petroleum lost a point, with for the 
preferred stock. 

Munitions and equipments were not 
materially altered, aside from another 
five-point recession in Bethlehem Steel 
and moderate pressure upon Crucible 
and Lackawanna Steels. United States 
Steel traversed an extremely narrow 
radius, but hardened with others of 
its class on short covering. 

Shipping issues as a group were 
consistently firm to strong and in- 
fused vitality to the later dealings, 
when the more severe losses of the 
forenoon were largely retrieved. Mis- 
cellaneous specialties like American 
Woolen, Harvester, Pullman and the 
so-called merchandise issues were 1 
to 3 points lower, « ; 

Rails were extremely variable, Union 
Pacific leading an advancing move- 
ment, which was retarded by reces- 
sions in Canadian Pacific, Chicago and 
Northwestern, Erie first preferred and 
St Paul. Heaviness of the latter was 
explained by the publication of June 
earnings, showing a net decrease of 
$928,000.
